IN A recent speech delivered in Manchester, Sir Robert Mark, 
the Metropolitan Police Commissioner, made the point that 
justice must not only be done to the defendant in a case but 
also to the victim — or his relatives if he does not live to tell 
the tale. 

A perfect case in point is that of Vincent Anthony Gibson, 
22, who was recently tried at the Old Bailey for the killing of 
Albert Spires outside the White Hart Public House in Willesden. 
Gibson ultimately pleaded guilty to manslaughter and was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment, suspended for two 
years; so he walked from the dock a free man.

Any 
practising lawyer will tell you that 
many judges fall over backwards to 
be as lenient as possible when they 
are dealing with coloured defen¬ 
dants — whether through love of a 
multi-racial society or fear of being 
accused of racialism. 

At any rate, the white man in 
the street reacts naturally in the 
face of these situations and rightly 
expresses his feelings in no uncer¬ 
tain terms. It is not for him to 
take part in the social experiment 
of trying to mix pure white water 
with crude black oil. In this case, 
even the “do-gooder” judge was 
moved to say to Gibson: “You 
observe the evil that you do. Now 
you have stirred up considerable 
feeling against yourself and people 
of similar colour”. 

But was it only Gibson who 
“stirred up considerable feeling” or 
did the judge add fuel to the flames 
by his leniency? Conversely, when 
the victim’s friends were moved to 
threaten reprisals, whilst still in 
court, the judge said: “Heavy 
sentences will be imposed by courts 
on people who take the law into 
their own hands”.

The 
Tory Government more or less 
committed Britain to metrication 
without (as usual) getting formal 
parliamentary approval, all because 
it was claimed it was good for 
exports. Yet even if we put sub¬ 
servience to the EEC and “exports” 
before anything else, the metric 
system is not as flexible nor as 
convenient as our own. The French 
still use the dozen as a measure of 
quantity for precisely this reason. 

Our own system of miles, yards, 
feet and inches allows us to express 
linear measurements in more easily 
remembered figures than does the 
metric method. For instance, the 
metric measurement for Ben Nevis is 
1344m high; London to Cardiff is 
246km, to Manchester 296km, to 
Belfast 589km and to Glasgow 
631km. Will the majority of 
British people enjoy expressing 
things in these foreign terms? Not 
on your life! 

It is unfortunately doubtful if 
anything can be done to prevent 
metrication being imposed after 
1975, but it is equally doubtful, in 
the future Nationalist Britain, 
whether anything can be done to 
prevent metrication being scrapped.

ON JUNE 15 between one and two thousand members and 
supporters of the National Front took part in a perfectly 
lawful and peaceful parade through London to protest against 
the Labour Government’s amnesty for illegal immigrants. 
The activity was opposed by an armed rabble of Communist 
students who started two serious riots with the police in 
attempts, first to attack the hall where the National Front were 
to hold a meeting, and, secondly, to attack the approaching 
National Front column itself. Thirty-nine police officers were 
injured and over fifty Communists arrested. The National 
Front was not involved. 

The National Front march and meeting in Conway Hall, 
Red Lion Square, had been planned several weeks before. 
Coming after the National Front’s recent electoral success and 
growing penetration into schools and colleges, Britain’s Com¬ 
munist organizations planned a ‘counter-demonstration’ on 
the same day and in the same place under the banner of a 
front body — Liberation.

THE UGLY FACE OF RED FASCISI 


LIBERATION was first formed in 
1954 as the Movement for Colonial 
Freedom and acts as a front for the 
Communist Party and crypto- 
Communistsin the Labour Party. Its 
general secretary is Steve Hart, a 
Communist and son of Mrs. Judith 
Hart MP — the Minister of Overseas 
Development in the present Labour 
Government. Of Liberation’s twelve 
man council seven others are 
members of the orthodox Com¬ 
munist Party, Moscow’s main 
mouthpiece in Britain. 

Other organizations behind 
Liberation include Tariq Ali’s 
International Marxist Group (see 


photo to right), the International 
Socialists and the Communist Party 
of England (Marxist-Leninist). 

The International Socialists are 
led by Tony Cliff (alias Ygael 
Gluckstein under which name he 
appears in the London telephone 
directory), and Paul Foot — off¬ 
spring of the colonial aristocracy 
his father being Lord Caradon. Paul 
Foot is a writer for Private Eye 
which attempts to be funny and is 
Editor of the I.S. newspaper, 
Socialist Worker , which attempts to 
be serious, Private Eye is a court 
jester for the Establishment — its 
writers being cardboard revolu¬ 


tionaries licensed to rebel by 
attacking individuals but not 
advocating any root change in the 
political system. Socialist Worker is 
similarly negative. 

The most lunatic of the groups 
behind Liberation is undoubtedly 
the Communist Party of England 
(Marxist-Leninist). Its newspaper, 
Workers' Daily, had this to say about 
the riot: 

“As the march entered Red Lion 
Square, the demonstrators launched 
a valiant surge in the direction of 
the hall in order to take it over 
and prevent the (so-called) Hitlerite 
National Front from holding the 


meeting.” 

It went on to relate: 

“One (so-called) fascist 
National Fronter arrogantly ran 
forward and started dancing up 
and down shouting abuse. A worker 
representative of the Communist 
Party of England (Marxist-Leninist) 
ran towards him with a red flag on 
a solid stick and smashed him over 
the head with it.” 

The Communist Groups behind 
Liberation are so unpopular with 
the general public that they have 
very little political potential in their 
own right. Their committment to 
internationalism and multi-racialism, 


however, makes them a read 
in the hands of the eco 
interests that want to stop Bi 
growing nationalist movem< 
the National Front.

It went on to relate: 

“One (so-called) fascist 
National Fronter arrogantly ran 
forward and started dancing up 
and down shouting abuse. A worker 
representative of the Communist 
Party of England (Marxist-Leninist) 
ran towards him with a red flag on 
a solid stick and smashed him over 
the head with it.” 

The Communist Groups behind 
Liberation are so unpopular with 
the general public that they have 
very little political potential in their 
own right. Their committment to

“ Under the circumstances, the

said. 

Dr Patrick Lynch, pathologist, 
said that death had been caused 
by lepromatouis leprosy, one of 
the mosit infectious forms of the 
disease.

WHITE PARENTS FIGHT BACK 

Angry parents at the Strand 
Grammar School, in South Brixton, 
have formed a Parents Action Group 
to fight the ILEA’S proposed 
closure of the school. This is the 
third attempt by the Labour- 
controlled ILEA to shut down the 
school, which would mean that the 
predominantly White children from 
Strand would be dispersed to several 
multi-racial comprehensives nearby. 
Discipline in the schools is not all 
it could be, it seems. The Strand 
parents claim that two mothers, 
one of them pregnant, were mugged 
at Kingsdale School in broad day¬ 
light by young tearaways. At the 
notorious Tulse Hill school, next 
door to Strand, one month’s 
window repairs cost £600, the 
parents allege. Both Tulse Hill and 
William Penn schools run “Black 
Studies” courses, which indoc¬ 
trinate Blacks with Communist, 
hate-Whitey propaganda. Tulse Hill 
was recently the centre for a 
campaign to “Free the Three” - 
the three Black youths, one a Tulse 
Hill student, who were arrested 
after the infamous Brockwell Park 
race riot. Conditions at Tulse Hill 
have now deteriorated to such an 
extent that the school still cannot 
find a headmaster, four months 
after the previous head and deputy 
resigned. 
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
